“SECOND DAY'S CRASH 


COULD NOT BE STEMMED 


It was the second successive day 
quotes tumbled under a flood of sales 
which limited support, supplied by 
scattered seaboard house buying, could 
not stem. Tuesday’s drops were of 
about two cents. Today’s crash ran 
the market into liquidation through 
commission houses and _ stop-loss 
orders. 

Absence .of export demand and 
rather bearish statistics issued by 
Broomhall estimating the prospective 
wheat crop in 23 countries this season 
at 4,080,000,000 bushels or about 192,- 
000,000 bushels more than a year ago, 
were factors in the decline. The Rus- 
sian crop was estimated to be 40,- 
000,000 bushels larger than last year. 

Liverpool Also Lower 

Export sales were estimated at just 
more than three-quarters of a million 
bushels. 

Liverpool cables showed the market 
there was 1% to 2% pence lower per 
central today. 

Demand localty for various grades 
of cash wheat was very indifferent 
while a substantial business was 
meee domestically in oats and bar- 
ey.

SHANGHAI, July 30—Communists 
today continued their systematic des- 
tructicn of foreign property in Chang- 
sha, capital of Hunan province, while 
they awaited a reply to their demand 
for $1,000.000 Mexican (about $420,- 
000) to refrain from burning the en- 
tire city. 

The Reds crased their indiscrim- 
inate burning of all property when 
they forwarded their demand to 
bankers and merchants, but kept up 
the carnival of looting foreign institu- 
tions and business places and then 
applying the torch to buildings after 
discributing to street rabble the loot 
trom the house of “foreign devils.” 

Piling the loot in the streets, Com- 
munists permitted the mobs to help 
themselves, The rabble apparently did 
not resent the invasion and made off 
with the spoils,

MR. BURY FOR THE CABINET 

Mr. Bury, newly elected member for 
East Edmonton, is mentioned as a pos- 
sible minister in Mr. Bennett’s cabinet. 
Quite without regard to party affilia- 
tion, the people of the city will hope that 
he may be selected for that honer. 

The East Edmonton member enjoys 
the very general esteem of his fellow- 
townsfolk, who have three times elect- 
ed him mayor of the city and also on a 
former occasion chose him as their rep- 
resentative at Ottawa. He won the re- 
cent contest by a very large majority, 
thus making one of the gains scored by 
his party in this province. 

Central and northern Alberta should 
have representation in the new Govern- 
ment, since this is the section in which 
development is proceeding and must 
proceed more rapidly than elsewhere in 
the prairie country. Mr. Bury, being 
the only Conservative member repre- 
senting a riding in this area, is plainly 
entitled to the post, as he is fitted for 
it on personal grounds. 

There can be no doubt that should 
Mr. Bury be chosen as the representa- 
tive of this part of the Dominion in the 
cabinet, the other parties would facili- 
tate matters by allowing him an ac- 
clamation at the ensuing bye-election. 
Edmonton has had ministerial repre- 
sentation in the Government of Hon. 
Mackenzie King and ‘that of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. It is to be hoped that Mr. 
Bennett will carry on the tradition.

COMPLETE REPRESENTATION 


Cne result of the election will be sa- 
tisfactory to all those who can shake 
themselves free from the influence of 
partisanship and view the situation in 
the light of the general interest. Both 
of the major parties will have repre- 
sentation in the new House of Commons 
from every province in the Dominion. 

A readjustment in that regard was 
badly needed if the country was to be 
saved from the curse of sectionalism. In 
the late House there were two provinces, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, from 
which not a single Conservative mem- 
ber had been returned. In the new 
House every province will have a spokes- 
man, or more than one, in the counsels 
of both the Government and the Oppo- 
sition. 

It cannot be a healthy condition when 
one member of Confederation is with- 
out representation on both sides at Ot- 
tawa. In such circumstances, the gov- 
ernment of the day is bound to be sus- 
pected and accused, rightly or wrongly, 
of catering to the sections from which it 
draws support, to the disadvantage of 
the sections in which it has no debts to 
pay and no immediate advantage to hope 
for 


It is that each party 
should include men drawn from every 
profession and line of business. It is 


equally desirable that each should draw 
representatives from every provincial 
unit. Only so can the interests of all 
sections have an effective part in the 
shaping of public policy, the making of 
laws, and the administration of the pub- 
lic affairs. 


BUILDING THE CITY 


Edmonton building permits total 
more than at this date a year ago. In 
the circumstances it is well to couple 
this remark immediately with the fact 
that there is an ample labor supply ,in 
Edmonton, and that outsiders coming 
here for employment would be practi- 
cally certain of disappointment 

This is said to be the only one of the 
larger cities in Canada where the build- 
ing record equals that of last year. That 
of course is evidence of the strong faith 
which investors have in the future of 
Edmonton, and of the unshaken confi- 
dence in which the taxpayers decided to 
carry on with the city’s improvement

ors and taxpayers in other Canadian 
centres have not equal assurance as to 
the continuance of the generally pros- 
rous conditions with which the coun- 
has been blessed.

GIVING WALES A CHANCE 

The two transcontinental railways 
are giving Welsh bituminous coal a try- 
out as a substitute for bituminous from 
the United States. Should the fuel ahd 
the laid down cost prove satisfactory, 
one curious development of the post-war 
days may be repeated in the shipment 
of large quantities from the Welsh 
fields to this Dominion—which contains 
more coal than the British Isles. 

Since the Welsh fuel would not come 
into competition with Alberta or Nova 
Scotia coal, but would displace bitumin- 
ous coal brought in from the United 
States, no Canadian interest would suf- 
fer from the new departure, while the 
benefit would go to miners who have 
been having harder times than those 
in the coal fields of the republic and are 
more in need of wages.

Question: Mrs. E. K. G. writes 
“The joints of my fingers are be- 
coming enlarged ache at times 
Am I getting rheumatism? Are 
there any special foods I could eat 
to prevent it? MN mother is trou- 
bled with the same thing, and says 
it is hereditary.” 

Answer: You are developing a 
form of rheumatism known either as 
arthrilis or arthritis deformans, In 
my epinion the cause is due pri- 
marily to the absorption of polsons 
from the colon. See that your bow- 
els are kept open with two or three 
bowel movements a day, even if 
you must take laxatives or enemas. 
There is no special food which 
causes rheumatism, but the cause is 
only from bad mixtures of food and 
a sluggish colon,
